Some  of  the  descriptions  refer 
to  plants  which  cannot  be  supplied  in  the  ‘"Prepared”  grade,  as  the  roots  may 
not  be  properly  developed,  or  the  tops  may  not  be  of  sufficient  thickness  or 
symmetry.  In  that  case  th.y  are  not  priced  below,  but  can  be  supplied  on  special 
quotation,  for  those  who  can  give  them  good  treatment  and  wait  for  the  land- 
scape effects.  Sometimes  we  are  sold  out  of  the  “Prepared”  plants,  and  in  that 
case  we  will  write  you  and  mention  whether  a different  grade  can  be  supplied. 
It  is  to  the  advantage  of  both  the  customer  and  ourselves  to  have  orders  placed 
in  advance  of  planting  season,  so  that  the  plants  may  be  reserved.  If  satisfactory 
references  are  given,  payment  after  delivery  can  be  arranged.

HEDGE  PLANTS. 

Please  Note: — The  dimensions  of  Hedge  Plants  are  given  by  both  height, 
and  the  spacing  recommended  for  single-line  planting  under  most  conditions. 
To  compute  the  number  of  plants  needed  for  any  particular  hedge,  find  out 
the  length  of  the  proposed  hedge  in  inches,  then  divide  by  the  spacing  of  the 
plant  to  be  used.  The  result  will  be  the  number  of  plants  needed.  Thus,  if  a 
hedge  is  desired  of  Barberry,  to  be  eighteen  inches  high  when  planted,  and 
fifty  feet  long,  then  one  would  need  forty  of  the  18-inch  Barberry,  if  spaced  15 
inches.
